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REMARKS 

Claims 1-14 and 16-35 remain pending in this application. Based on the foregoing 
amendments and following remarks, reconsideration and allowance of this application is 
respectfully requested. 

Claim Reiections-35 U.S.C. §103 

Claims 1-7, 12, 33, and 34 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a), as being 
obvious over U.S. Patent No. 6,488,688 ("Urn") in view of U.S. Patent No. 7,156,860 
("Wallsten"). Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection, since no proper combination of 
Lim and Wallsten discloses, teaches, or suggests the combination of elements required by 
these claims, as amended. 

In particular, claims 1-5 now depend from allowable claim 8, claims 6 and 7 now 
depend from allowable claim 30, and claims 33 and 34 now only depend from allowable 
claims 13 and 29. Thus, Applicant submits that claims 1-7, 33, and 34 are not obvious over 
the combination of Lim and Wallsten, and as such, respectfully requests withdrawal of the 
§103 rejections of these claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant graciously acknowledges the allowance of claims 8-11, 13, 14, 16-32, and 

35.
